Mackey of Pittsburg, Henry Rawle of 
Erie, Amos C. Noyes of Clinton, the 
only Democrat that ever was elected 
to the place; Silas M. Baily of Fayette, 
who went out ot office a poor man, be- 
cause of the failure of banks where 
state funds were deposited, the loss of 
which he and his bondsmen made up; 
William t-ivesey of Pittsburg, who not 
only served his own term, but parts of 
two others; M. S. Quay of Beaver, who 
resigned In office to go into the United 
States senate; John W. Morrison of 
Allegheny, who is now deputy commis- 
sioner of banking; Samuel M. Jackson 
of Armstrong, Benjamin Haywood ol 
Mercer and James S. Beacom of West- 
moreland. The eastern state treasur- 
ers elected hy the people were Samuel 
Butler of Chester, William B. Hart of 
Daupltin, who died in office, and Henry 
K. uoyer of Philadelphia, who fs nrw 
superintendent of the mint in that city. 


Despite the misrepresentations of the 


opponents o£ the Republican party, it 
is a notewortny fact that the state has 
never lost a dollar through the admin- 
istration of the office of state treasurer 
under any Republican official.

hardness, in which it excels all others, 
without showing brittleness or cracking, 
for its luster and mirrorlike surface and 
its resistance to a number of agencies 
which attack and destroy common resin 
ous lacquer vainisb.

Vogel says the simple black Japanese 
lacqueied dish is pioof against acid and 
alcohol. Hot cigar asbcs or oven boiling 
water do not affect it. It is these charac 
tciistics which distinguish Japanese lac- 
quers from European and American imi 
tatiou, which are all prepared from resin 
ous raruUbes und have none of the piop 
erties of the Japanese product. 


There is a great variety of single color 


Japanese lacquer ware—black, red, green- 
ish yellow, gieen, 
brown of 
various 


shades, cloudy light green, dark gieen 
nnd n variety of other shades almost too 
numerous to mention. 


There is a peculiar lacquered yellow 


woodeiiware made iu Nojiro, a small 
town noith of Akitn, near the Japan sea, 
that differs from all other varieties, inas- 
much as the natural grain of the wood ia 
clearly shown and beautifully preserved, 
while usually the material used is entire- 
ly concealed beneath the opaque coating 
of lacquer. This ware is of a transparent 
yellow or brownish jellow color, through 
which the veins or spots of the wood 
show up under a high luster, which adds 
greatly to the beauty of the ware. No- 
jiro Shun Kei, as it is called, is very ex- 
pensive, and is seldom exportcij to this 
country. It is claimed that its method of 
workmanship is a trade secret that is 
jealously guarded by those engaged in its 
production.—Jeweler's Review.
